In this respect I 
also think that more attention and 
aid should be given to the Inter- 
mediate and Junior teams, for, while 
these teams do not contribute large- 
ly to the gate receipts, they offer 
an opportunity for many students 
to take advantage of their athletic 
fee. 

It is by means of the Student's 
Athletics fee that the University 
athletics are subsidized. I think 
that the Student's Society should 
spare no effort in pressing a re- 
quest to the University for an ath- 
letic grant each year that 'will aug- 
ment the present fund. This was a 
custom that was carried out in the 
past and certainly wiUi the inter- 
ests of the students in mmd, this 
question should form one of the 
main policies of the president of 
the Students' Society.

Local AldermaQ Speaks on 
'Civic Democracy' 

S.P.C. Sends Resolution on 
Free Speech to 
Houde 



"Under the Padlock Law our 
homes can be entered on the au- 
thority of one man,' said Alder 
man John Kerry yesterday af 
tcrnoon while addressing the So- 
cial Problems Club in the Union 
Ballroom on the topic of "Civic 
Democracy." 

At the end of Mr. Kerry's speech 
a resolution was adopted by those 
there encouraging "the City Coun 
cil to do everything in its power 
to re-establish the rights of free 
speech and free assembly in Mont 
real." It was decided that copies 
of the resolution were to be sent 
to Mayor Houde and Premier Du 
plessis. 

Speaking of the question of the 
rights of free speech and assembly 
in this city, Mr. Kerry said that 
being a part of the province the 
Padlock Law applies here. He add- 
ed that relatively few people have 
been arrested; but the threat of 
padlocking of assembly halls tends 
to make the hall owners reluctant 
to rent their halls to any meetings 
at which alleged subversive utter 
ances may be brought forth. Thus 
a group will be denied the right to 
say what it wants. Also, he con 
tinned, this in effect denies them 
the right of free assembly. 
Commission Form of Government 
While the principle of the com 
mission form of municipal govern' 
ment is good, Mr. Kerry said that 
he is "emphatically opposed to any 
form of commission government 
that is imposed upon ihe people of 
Montreal from without" He dis 
cussed the history of commission 
government in Montreal saying that 
as a result of the Cannon inquiry 
in 1909 such a system was adopted 
But the people of the city soon 
tired of it and voted to return to 
the former method of running the 
city. This, he said, seems to indi 
cate that the people do not desire 
such a type of government and 
hence it should not be imposed on 
them by anyone outside of the city 
Or, he added, by any group in the 
city, unless the people want it 

.Discussing finances, Mr. Kerry 
said that while the Quebec govern 
ment boasted of surplus during the 
past year a close analysis of the 
facts showed that in reality there 
was a. deficit of nearly $35,000,000, 
This follows, he said, trom the fact 
that in estimating its surplus, the 
government paid no attention ti 
$13,000,000 expended as capital out 
lay, and almost $21,000,000 expended 
in extraordinary expenditures. 

The meeting was chaired 
Lloyd MacKeen, president of the 
Social Problems Club.

Ottawa, Ont., March 7.— (Spe- 
cial to the McGill Daily).— Stu- 
dent aid through the Youth 
Training Program will be the 
Federal Government's only im- 
mediate step towards a system 
of national scholarships, accord- 
ing to the Honourable Norman 
Rogers, Minister of Labour. Re-'' 
ceiving a delegation, of 16 stud- 
ents yesterday morning, Rogers 
declared: "I would not encour- 
age you to think that your pro- 
posed system of Federal scholar- 
ships will be carried out". He 
added that any student aid car- 
ried out under the youth training 
program would bé undertaken as 
an unemployment measure and 
not purely for educational rea- 
sons. 

The Minister of Labour did not 
advise further representation to the 
Government "I question," he said, 
"the wisdom of applying mass pres- 
sure on behalf of a proposal that 
has been presnted to the Govern- 
ment It must now stand or fall on 
its own merits." Already copies of, 
a brief in favour of national, 
scholarships have been placed in ' 
the^hands of the premiers and the 
ministers of education in tha 
various provinces.

time goes by doctors and medical 
students are being brought face to face 
in. a more realistic manner with the prob- 
lem' of adequate medical care for all. At 
thé present moment one sees that those re- 
quiring medical treatment 'fall naturally 
into three classes. There are the few who 
are able to pay for medical care. Then 
there are those who are too poor to pay 
for any service and arc forced to rely on 
charity. Lastly, we have the numerically 
large middlê class who arc too proud to rely 
on charity, but who are not able to afford 
the expensè of a serious illness. 

The bystander will ask why such a prob- 
lem has arisen. Twenty years ago, he will 
say, most people were able to pay the bills 
of a debilitating. disease. The answer lies 
in the fact that, with the improvement that 
has occurred in medical science, the cost 
^l^making use of such advances has in- 
'^^ creased the burden to the patient. In re- 
turn, however, he has available greatly im- 
proved methods of diagnosis and treatment. 

The problem of the medical profession 
and of othèrs interested in the improve- 
ment of general health is one of providing 
- adéquate medical care for all people, no 
matter into what class of society they may 
V fall. Several methods lie open for use. 

A system of group practice combined 
with health insurance has met with favour- 
able comment wherever it has been tried. 
Here, a group of doctors band together, 
. pool their resources and offer to the public 
complete 'medical care at a moderate 
^'■^ï^'înonthly fee. In Los Angeles, where such a 
^iiiplan is now in operation, such medical men 
ïll'arë busier than the average practitioners. 
. : In several instances groups of people 
Have formed an organization and then havç 
approached doctors to servè them on an in- 
surance basis^ This has met with some 
difficulty because often thé layman can- 
■ not understand the peculiar problems, both 
/ financial and personal, which the medical 
njan has to face in his life, 
^^^any are advocates of a system of 
'^PEIprmedicine, in which the government 
■will take over complete responsibility for 
the provision of medical care for all peo- 
ple. The médical profession on the whole 
is against such a plan. The principal ob- 
jection is that as doctors they will }ose all 
.Control over the administration of medicine 
^ill be lowered to the rank of any 
ieryant.

The Rhineland presents a change from the 
usual river scenery. Not only do the crag- 
perched castles make for an essential difference, 
but the vineyards also are noteworthy. From 
Cologne one can take a Rhein Dampfer to the 
various cities along the banks— Bonn, famed 
for its university, or Coblenz, or Mayence, Bet- 
ter still is the alternative rout by road, especi- 
ally when one has a bicycle. Near Mayence 
I saw an old chapel built in the form of a 
mosque without minarets. It had beautiful 
blue-stained windows and the town seemed 
to reflect the general unreality of their col- 
ours. This building was practically in ruins— 
which are unusual in Germany. Wagner's 
"Rheingeld" had a marvellous setting, for the 
river has an unparalleled life history and a 
beauty matched only by the Danube. Picture 
first the royal cortege of the Frankish King 
trying to dross a ford and being drowned by 
the forc€ of this mighty river which even in 
its Alpine fords has a great strength. The Rom- 
ans cross its raging waters by pontoon bridges 
and are defeated by the Huns on the other 
side and compelled to make a disorderly re- 
treat All co|iquerors who pass over the river 
have unhappy ends to their careers. The Al- 
lied Forces after the Great War did not go be- 
yond the Western banks of the Rhine. Possibly 
they too had heard of the Jinx. Heine wrote a 
great poem about the Lorelei, a song now for- 
bidden in the Third Reich. These Rhine Maid- 
ens were supposed to lure unwary sailors upon 
the rocks. Bonn is not a large^M^jbeautiful 
town, comparatively speaking. Cobleriz' strikes 
one as a huge monument to the HohenzoUem 
Dynasty, for all one sees from the river is a 
pile of cement and stone, blazing with imperial 
eagles and a huge horse-statue to the late Kai- 
ser. Of course, I may be biased as I saw most 
of the town from a street-car in a rainstorm. 

. Gflrmins in the newly occupied areas salute 
and say "Heil Hitler" upon^ entering a strassen- 
bahn. I used to infuriate all and sundry by 
answering "Gruss Gott" to this summons. "Gruss 
Gott" is an ol4 Bavarian and Austrian greeting, 
and the users imply that they are not complete- 
ly reconciled to the new regime. The southern 
areas of Germany are far from resigning their 
spirits to Nazism. At the entrance to many 
towns one reads, "Die neue Deutsche Grusse ist 
Heil Hitler." Therefore, one has these words 
dinned into one's ears day and night. In the 
summer, however, there is not much political 
activity in Germany, for the tourist business 
would suffer. Hence one sees no persecutions 
or pogroms, and one gets the impression that 
all is well, for the tourist marks raise the 
standard of living. , 

FRANKFORT AND HEIDELBERG. 
Frankfort was host to me twice during my 
stay in Europe, once when I slept at the youth- 
hostel made out of an old farm, built in the 
tradition U-shaped manner. The morning meal 
was réiiàefed more pleasant by the company 
of the American groups staying there who ex- 
changed stories with me. The Mid-West States 
send a large number of students every summer 
in Europe to augment their education with 
practice in languages and the broadening in- 
fluence of travel. The second time in Frankfort 
I stayed at the Kolpinghaus, which is the name 
for a series of hostels similar to the youth hos- 
tels, but started fifty-odd years before. They 
were originated by a Cardinal Kolping who wel- 
comed any transients with benevolence and 
set them on the road the next day with the 
assurance of a welcome at another such house. 
He had federated all the Roman Catholic 
Priests into a union of hausvaters for the aid 
of travellers. The Kolpinghauser are generally 
more luxurious than the Youth Hostels, but they 
are not so numerous and uniform as the hos 
tels. 

As the day spent in' Frankfort was a Sun- 
day, I decided to go to church. The Anglican 
Chapel was temporarily closed. We then went 
to the National Church of which Dr. Neim 
moeller was the head. There all I understood 
of thé sermon was "Was ist dein ist mein, und 
was ist mein ist dein". 

For my afternoon's amusement I went to 
the suburbs to see the new Graf Zepplin which 
is under construction, but is being held up by 
the American refusal to sell or trade helium 
gas. One man who spoke English fluently said 
with bitterness that Germany would have to go 
to war over such an embargo. As a foreigner, 
I was accorded special privileges and was per- 
mitted to see more and with more time than 
the ordinary citizen. While all was very com- 
fortable, I am sure that a heavy person would 
break the extremely light and fragile furniture. 
A chair in the lounge weighed scarcely over a 
pound and when I lifted it to pass some people, 
I nearly fell. 

Heidelberg is a town of romantic interest 
to the tourist. Its university is unduly famous, 
and its castle unknown. The college buildings 
are not impressive and one has to use an inor- 
dinate amount of imagination to picture the 
town of the duelling period, which the operatic 
world so loves to portray. As a castle, Heidel- 
berg Schloss-has more of the light opératic 
touch than the college. The vat, built in 1751, 
has been used only occasionally. ' It has a ca- 
pacity of 40,000 gallons and is .20 feet high and 
31 feet long. The fountain in the courtyard is 
decorated with four granite columns taken from 




Charlemagne's palace at Ingelbelm. Feter- 
skirche Is the leading church of the town and 
has many Interesting monuments to the Hohen- 
zoUem ^mily and the Reformation. Like all 
sizeable towns in Germany, Heidelberg has 
much to do with the vicissitudes of the local 
nobility. The Englischebau of Elizabethbau, a 
part of the Schloss, was built by the daughter 
of James I of Great Britain, and it is due to this 
woman that the present-day Jacobites have any 
claim to the British throne. 

Wiesbaden, a spa near Mayence is noted for 
the cures it effects on victims of gout. Curi- 
ously enough, it is also noted for the sale of 
wines. The spa-waters are most disagree^Jile 
to the tongue, but the vacation is rendered 
pleasant by the beautiful ladies that go for the 
cure. Many .foreigners come here for the 
gambling. The Kurhaus has a room for the 
operatic and dramatic performances that are 
held almost every day of the season, and there 
is a box for the All-Highest, the Emperor of 
Germany. Evidently there is a possibility of a 
recall of the royal family, even though the man 
who ushered me around the building said that 
the people would not accept Kaiser Wilhelm 
Other rooms were used for having tea, or writ- 
ing letters and reading the papers. In the back 
of the Kurhaus was a terrace for the resting 
guests. Some drank the waters, most drank 
wine. The gardens below required more atten- 
tion than I was able to give them, for Ger- 
mans arc good at laying out formal gardens. 
Baden-Baden is another such resort, and its 
surroundings are better, for it is just on the 
outskirts of the Schwarzwaldor Black Forest. 

Some of the boys of our tour went on the 
Reichautobahn with their bicycles, a thing that 
is forbidden. Any policeman is authorized to 
shoot the tires of a law-breaker. 

SAXON AND BAVARIAN SAGES. " 
Villa Monichen, now known as Munchen, 
was once owned by a group of monks. It went 
through various stages until it became the cap- 
ital of Bavaria, and the city of mad King Lud- 
wlg. LUdwig was a patron of Wagner, and 
typifies the Bavarian love of those strange 
operas. His love of art is also another Bavarian 
attribute. They have numerous grand collec- 
tions worth little or nothing. Baroque architec- 
ture flourished here, as did National-Socialism. 
The original Brown, House is in this toWn, and 
also the original Hofbrau. 

' was in Munich during the great "Tag der 
Deutsche Kunst", when the governmental offi- 
cials were helping the citizenry celebrate the 
day of German art, that is, art approved by the 
Fuhrer. All day long, I had to dart into shops 
or salute the ensign. I darted info shops. An 
American said that he had been prodded in the 
back by a party-member when he did not sal- 
ute. Now this American said, Auslander, and 
all was well. The American was six feet-three. 
I made sure, therefore, to remember the word 
for foreigner. That night, I slept at the hostel 
for the Hitler Jugend, where all are in tmi- 
form. 

Nurnberg pleased m& The restaurants had 
not been changed for many years and I could 
get into the mood of Hans Sachs, the great 
man of letters and meistersinger. Albrecht 
Durer had a house built in the quaint over 
hanging manner: a small ground storey fallow 
ed by a larger second storey until the last 
floor is considerably larger than the ground 
one. Half-timbering and plaster are used in 
the construction. 

Drezga (old Slav for forest) is the origin 
for the name Dresden. We are not far from 
the Bohemian Woods so desired by Hitler that 
he nearly had to fight for them. Napoleon had 
his last great victory at the Battle of Dresden 
in 1813. The Kings of Poland, Electors of Sax- 
ony, were related to the British royal family. 
A man in the Palace tried to prove to me that 
the Saxons wer of the same origin as the Eng- 
lish. I could not debunk his belief, for he had 
never heard of the Saxony of North Germany. 
Dresden became the capital of Henry the Illus- 
trious, margrave of Meissen (famous for the so- 
called Dresden china) in 1270. Next, Wenccs- 
laus of Bohemia, and then the margrave of 
£randenburg owned the town. These monarchs 
made her famous for art and culture. The 
crown jewels of Saxony are kept in the "Grune 
Gewolbe", or Green Vault I shall never 
feel poor for all I have to do is to close my^ 
eyes and I shall see the dishes full of pearls and 
raw and cut diamonds, rubies and emeralds. 
The Saxon Kings ate well out of jewelled gob- 
lets served from huge wine-cruets, six inches 
thick in parts, and of solid gold. The dining 
services consisted of plates unwashably cover- 
ed with ornaments. In the famed Zwingler 
Museum the South African Exhibits were open 
five days of each weék, and the day I was there 
all present had to listen to a lecture on the 
German colonies. I fell asleep, much to the 
disgust of the soldiers in the audience. The 
next day I was able to see the treasures in the 
rest of the museum. Such paintings as Hol- 
belm's Madonna and Titan's Tribute Money, re' 
iquire more than two days a week for their ex 
hibit In all Germany I loved Dresden the 
most of any city.

Public relations — or maintaining 
good relationships between the pub 
lie and the university students of 
Canada has always been behind the 
policy of the Federation. 

In many parts of Canada the uni- 
versities are directly dependant on 
the provincial governments for fin 
ancial support These governments 
are in turn dependant on the ballot 
for support and consequently the 
impression the public has of the 
work done by the imiverslty In Its 
particular community has a direct 
bearing on the amount of money 
received by the University and 
consequently on the work done by 
the University. 

, ;^%isj^me principle is also true 
t^^îessér extent, in the cases of 
privately supported institutions. In 
this latter case the public contri- 
butes to the University— not 
through the intermediary of the 
State— but directly. In either event 
the good will of the majority of the 
people in any University area is 
essential. 

FEDERATION FLAN. 
The Federation feels that if it can 
bring home to the average man and 
woman in Canada— the people who 
pay for the upkeep of the univer^ 
sities in the long, run— the benefit 
of the university in the commun 
ity it will have done a good job. If 
the Federation can make the tax- 
payer see how the university helps 
him— saves him money in the long 
run— it will then make it easier for 
the various universities to get more 
financial assistance with-~which to 
c^rry on their work. H this can 
be done, you, as a student, will 
benefit in a very practical way. 

With this in mind the Federa 
tion is planninjg/tor sponsor à series 
of radio programs which will bring 
to the people of Canada a glimpse 
of the work being carried on in the 
various university centres of the 
Dominion. We hope to bring in^ 
teresting university personalities 
before the audience and to show 
those who support our institutions 
that we are doing a' worthwhile 
piece of work for the country as 
whole and for specific areas in par^ 
ticular. 

The program we have in mind 
will permit every university in 
Canada to present, its most import- 
ant feature to the public. It will 
give each students' society across 
the country a chance to participate. 
It will call for a great deal of co- 
operation on the part of the various 
students' coimcils in our member- 
ship — but any work undertaken 
and executed will reflect directly 
on the University concerned and 
on the University of Canada as a 
whole. 

In all this work we have not for- 
gotten that the Federation is a bi- 
lingual organization and due atten- 
tion will be paid to this aspect of 
the scheme. 

If any members of the Federation 
—or readers of this colunm— have 
any further ideas on this matter 
they will be materially aiding the

THE SLEEPING CLERGYMAN 

by James Bridie. Production: 
Skena. Direction; Eleanor Nichol. 
Place: Strathcona Hall. 

Bridle here presents a rather 
complicated plot based on the sub- 
ject of hereditary. The play traces 
family history through three gener- 
ations. The idea, as presented here, 
is more literary than dramatic, and 
is only saved by the playwright's 
evident knowledge of theatre, 
Where we are left at the end of the 
play seems to be a personal matter 
for each member of the audience. 
As a presentation on an exceeding' 
ly interesting theme, it is somewhat 
hollow, for any real treatment of 
the subject must involve wider 
groups and include social forces. 
However, Bridie has constructed 
skilful piece and Skena has given 
it a skilful production. 

The stage was very small and in 
adequate to house the many sets 
which the group constructed for it. 
Sometimes only part of the stage 
was used to facilitate scene shift- 
ing, and this left an ugly stage 
space in open view of the audience. 
The sets by themselves were good 
and well constructed but they nar- 
rowed down the already sparse 
stage space and deadened action. 
Their use, instead of showing the 
ability of the designer, show the 
theatrical immaturity of the group.

THE ASCENT OF F-6 by Auden 
and Isherwood.

THE ASCENT OF F-6 can best 
be described as a politico-economic 
phantasy. This' drama by two of 
England's better modem poets 
satirises the fulfilment of man's am- 
bition in this world of ours. It de 
parts sufficiently from the orthodox 
type of verse drama to lend inter- 
est to its presentation. Though some 
of the verse is argumentative and 
wordy, much of it is poetically 
bèautiful and Inspiring. With a 
sound interpretation, it is worthy 
of production by a theatrical group. 
The Sir George Williams Dept of

The group's production was han- 
dicapped from the start by the lim- 
itations of their stage. Many of the 
sets were interesting and formed 
an effective background for some 
good tableaux.

Where will the basketball 
playoffs be?

The' last time a similar set-up 
occurred was way back in 1923 
when Varsity, Queen's and McGill 
tied for the title. The playoffs took 
place in Ottawa with Varsity get- 
ting the bye.

It is not beyond 
the realm of possibility for McGill 
to duplicate this year, for the Red 
men are more powerful than they 
themselves realized. 

Playoff Dubious. 
Some reports state that Stevens 
is not interested in a playoff, for 
following the game at Varsity Sat- 
urday night he is supposed to have 
remarked that "there seems little 
point in all this playing just to 
eliminate Queen's." However, there 
seems to be à more pressing reason 
for not having a fight to the finish 
and that is that many of the play- 
ers feel they have to get back to 
their studies without losing any 
more time.

The Social 
Activities Committee has made pro 
gress in widening the social life of 
the campus, and I feel that its ac 
tivltles are to be supported and ex 
' tended. 

Freshman Program: "The Fresh- 
man Reception Program ' has been 
good, but does not yet succeed in 
effectively introducing Freshmen 
to McGill and to the possibilities, of 
' college life. I would advocate an 
arrangement by which Interested 
^jki^studcnts who have had two years at 
^^^iSf^ill may take responsibility for 
one or two freshmen, to introduce 
them thoroughly to McGill. Ex- 
tension of the Freshman Program 
in other ways should be investi- 
gated. 

Canadian Student Assembly: (a) 
I feel that the Student's Council, as 
the official organ of the student 
. body, can do valuable service in co 
l^lioperating with the McGill Student 
:' ; Assembly, composed as the latter is 
of the representatives of many cam- 
pus clubs and brganizations. This 
can be done through giving sujjport 
to the campaign for National 
Scholarships, and to local projects. 

(b) National co-operation with 
the Canadian Student Assembly 
though the N.F.C.U.S. is equally 
impotant. Both organizations can 
benefit greatly from mutual sup 
port in carrying out their programs 
Support for the National Scholar- 
stiips Campaign from the oHicial re- 
entatlves of students in their 
itibnal organization will lend 
weight to it, while the Canadian 
Student Assembly with its wider 
student participation can help in 
the publicizing of the Youth Hostel 
Movement and other interests of 
the NJ.C.U.S. 

Student Participation: Finally, I 
feel that the general student body 
should be given a wider opportun- 
ity for participation in Students' 
Council Activities, rather than that 
the responsibility for these ^ould 
rest solely on Council members. 
This scheme has proved successful 
in the Social Activities Committee 
and in the Freshman Reception 
Ck)mmlttee. 

Athletics. 
Interfaculty Sports: (a) The neces- 
sity for improvement in Interfaculty 
sport facilities has been stressed for 
years. The faculty teams are pro- 
vided with equipment and the 
main difficulty seems to be one of 
time. Through the Athletics Board, 
l^l^^i it'inay be possible to arrange with 
, ppiB'; University to have two hours 
J|fvleft free from lectures in the latter 
i^v-' -rpart of one afternoon each week, 
(b) Many students are not fully 
:.aware of the opportunities that 
ilxlst for participation In extra- 
''cttrricular sports, and means should 
be found of spreading this informa- 
tion more widely among the general 
student body. 

Gymnasium: I feel that the Stu- 
dents' Council should give its 
hearty support to the campaign for 
the much needed gymnasiifm. Ac- 
tive student interest and expression 
of support will be a strong factor 
in the success of the campaign'.?,!^' 
Skiing, Rallies: Such exceedingly 
informal and thoroughly enjoyable 
events as the Park Slide Night are 
to be commended, and the holding 



skiing Is attracting more and more 
McGill students. But lack of reason- 
ably priced clean accommodation 
up north is a detriment to many. 
The Students' Society could oper- 
ate a ski lodge which would offer 
board and lodging to Interested 
people at very reasonable rates. 

Ahe the present time the Mont- 
real Junior Board of Trade operates 
a scheme whereby members, on 
payment of a nominal seasonal fee 
are entitled to room and meals for 
week-ends or holidays. 

If we undertook a similar plan 
subscribers, on payment of a yearly 
fee, would be entitled to a room 
whenever they wished to go north 
—guests could be accommodated at 
a small additional cost, when space 
permitted, and meals could be ob- 
tained at any time at very reason- 
able prices. The main advantage 
would be that all reservations could 
be made right on our own Campus 
through an office in the Union. 

If this plan were carried out we 
would have our own Ski centre 
which would be open to each and 
every student interested in skiing 
from the greenest beginner to the 
hardy competitor. The club would 
be managed by a permanent staff 
and certainly should prove a boon 
to tiie college skier. If the Mont- 
real Board of Trade can operate 
such a plan successfully from 
amongst a very limited member- 
ship there is no reason why McGill 
should not do even better from a 
potential membership of over three 
thousand! 

Employment Bureau. 
In 1925, under the energetic 
guidance of the President of the 
Students' Council, an Employment 
Bureau was opened. Since that 
time it has met with great success 
and has been the means whereby 
many students have obtained posi 
tions. 

I feel that the scope of this Em 
ployment Bureau can be widened 

(a) Graduate Employment: At 
present its main purpose is to place 
people in vacation and part time 
positions. There is no centralized 
employment office through which 
graduating students may seek 
jobs. In the past the Graduates' 
Society operated such a bureau but 
they have since abandoned it. 
would propose taking over their 



Co-operation AVith Graduates' 
Society. . 

With the completion of the new 
gym an excellent opportunity will 
be presented to forge a link be- 
tween the graduates and the stu- 
dents. I am anxious to see adequate 
provision made for the accommoda- 
tion of the Graduates' Athletic 
Club in the new gym. Were ade- 
quate space made available for the 
graduates it would be a centre of 
recreation for the graduates and a 
valuable source of revenue for the 
gym. 

While this plan will have an im- 
mediate beneficial effect for the 
graduates it will ultimately benefit 
us all for we all hope to become 
graduates. 

Apart from this I feel that there 
should be far more contact between 
graduates and students. A smoker, 
or two smokers, one sponsored by 
the Graduates and the other by 
the students, could be held to which 
both would be invited. In this way 
the graduates would be brought 
into contact with the younger ele 
ment and the students would be 
made to feel at their ease with 
the graduates. In the long run 
this would have a very beneficial 
effect on the Graduates' Society 
which would be more willing and 
able to assist in student ventures. 
Ultimately this would be of great 
advantage to the Students' Society 
Itself. 

Athletics' Council. 
As the President of the Students' 
Society is also a member of the 
Students' Athletic Council and the 
Athletic Board he plays an import 
ant part in the administration o£ 
McGill athletics. It Is obvious that 
several important problems face the 
Students' Society in this connec 
tion. 

(a) Student Control: When the 
Athletics' Council was formed it 
was hoped that It would become as 
Important in the administration of 
Athletics at McGill as is the Stud- 
ents' Council in other branches of 
activity. However, this plan has 
not borne fruit. At the present time 
the Athletics Council seems to be 
weighed down by a number of 
supervisory committees. There Is 
no reason why it should not attain 
a more complete degree of auto, 
nomy under its present constitution 
and within the existing framework 
of conunittees. It Is purely a mat- 
ter of Initiative. If the Athletics' 
Council can attain more self suffi- 
ciency there will be greater and 
more direct student control of ath- 
letics. 

(.b) Teams: In many sports while 
the Senior Teams get excellent at- 
tention too often the Junior and 
Intermediate teams are greatly ne- 
glected. It would not be diflicult 
to organize a -better system of 
coaching" and equipment for these 
all important teams. By encour 
aging freshmen and non-senior 
players in various fields a constant 
stream of well trained material will 
be available for all the senior 
teams. In the long run this will 
Improve the whole athletic picture 
at McGUl. 

(c) Class Athletics: In the past 
few years there has been a marked 
inprovement in the inter-mural ath- 
letic program. More students than 
ever have been taking part in inter 
class and interfaculty games. Every 
student should be encouraged to 
take part in active athletics rather 
than be a sideline spectator. Spe- 
cial emphasis should be placed on 
helping students devlîlop an inter- 
est in games which they will con- 
tinue -to play in later life. 

(d) Instruction: With reference 
to the last mentioned programme 
it is too bad we have no competent 
instructors who could give a few 
afternoons a week in teaching ski- 
ing in winter and golf and tennis 
in the autumn and fall. 'We have 
no lack of space for both skiing and 
golf club swinging— it is merely a

Co-operation with Undergraduate 

Groups, 

In the past the various Faculties 
and Sçhools have carried out well 
planned and instructive profession- 
al programs. The council has, from 
time to time, assisted this useful 
work and I strongly advocate the 
continuance of such practices. 
Freshman Program. 
The Freshman program instituted 
a few years ago has worked ex- 
tremely well and many newcomers 
to McGill have been helped through 
the efïortà of the Freshman Re- 
ception Committee to become more 
quickly acquainted with their new 
class mates and college life in gen- 
eral. One of the features of this 
reception program has been the 
teas which members of the î'aculty 
have so kindly given. After can' 
vassing several members of the 
Faculty I believe that if the Fresh 
men could attend several teas be- 
tween October and Christmas in- 
stead of one as at present their 
circle of friends would be widened 
and they would be able to meet 
more members of the Faculty. I 
strongly advocate -the continuance 
and expansion of the present Fresh- 
man program. 

Special Events Committee 
The popularity of Football Ex- 
cursions, Rallies and Special En- 
tertainments have proved that they 
are here to slay. In order that they 
may be organized to the greatest 
advantage of the Students' Society 
in the future I would advocate the 
formation of a Committee to handle 
these special events. 

Inasmuch as I have had a year's 
experience on the Students' Execu- 
tive Council, and have had two 
years' residence in the Union, I am 
in an excellent position to ap- 
preciate the work involved in the 
position of President, 

In addition^ to the administrative 
work of the Council the President 
is directly concerned with the ad- 
ministration of athletics at McGill. 
I feel that I have a very concise 
knowledge of the athletic situation 
at McGill which should prove of 
use to the Students. , , 

The President, of the Students 
Society must be on hand after Col- 
lege closes in the spring and before 
the commencement of the autumn 
term, in order that the coming 
year's program will run smoothly. 
I appreciate this fact and am pre- 
pared to be available for this work 
throughout the months of May and 
September. 

In asking for your support I be- 
lieve that my past administrative 
experience will enable me to carry 
out the responsibilities of the posi- 
tion in a fitting manner.

(b) Typing Exchange: Besides 
this regular employment work 
there is no reason why the Bureau 
could not be used as an Exchange 
for typewriting.

, writing. The Council should oper- 
ate an exchange where this type- 
writing could be left and handled 
at a standard rate and where a 
certain proficiency would be guar- 
anteed.

That the Eskimos of Alaska are 
definitely of "Tartar-Mongol stock 
descended of a people who migrât 
ed in mass from Siberia in about 
tlie tenth century, is the convic- 
tion of Father Bernard R. Hubbard 
distinguished Jesuit missionary- 
explorer, professor of geology at 
Santa Clara University, California, 
famed as the "Glacier Priest". 

Father Hubbard recently return 
ed from a 2,000 mile voyage in an 
Eskimo comiak— a native walrus 
skin boat— through the stormy 
Bering Sea and AtcUc Ocean dur 
ing which he' made a study of 
Eskimo customs and language, will 
discuss his findings in moving pic- 
ture lectures being presented for 
the first time in Canada at Loyola 
College Auditorium on Sunday and 
Monday nights under the auspices 
of the Loyola Alumni Association, 
March 12 and 13. 

"It is probable that they were 
fleeing the conquering hordes of 
Genghis Khan," claims Father Hub 
bard, "In any event, they crossed 
the 40 miles of water separating the 
two continents in their own boats 
of walrus hide. Until recently, 
when the Soviet authorities stopped 
it for reasons of their own, there 
was much travel back and forth be 
tween Eskimos of Alaska and the 
Eskimos of Siberia. 

There is nothing more seaworthy 
in these waters than the comiak 
The one that wc used weathered 
storms that sent the Coast Guard 
cutters hurrying for shelter. It was 
40 feet over all, powered by two 
outboard motors and transported, in 
addition to myself, by two other 
white men, six King Island Eskimos 
and four tons of cargo. 

Indications are that the Eskimos 
have used boats of a similar type 
for centuries. Consequently, it is 
difficult to picture them as having 
come across the Bering on a so- 
called 'land bridge' which doesn't 
exist now and probably has not 
existed since remote geologic time, 
if ever.- As to another theory, 
sometimes advanced to account for 
the presence of an Asiatic people 
in Alaska— the theory that a tnass 
migration took place across the ice 
of the Bering Sea in winter— It Is 
too absurd to be worthy even of 
consideration. The ice has been 
crossed, but it is an undertaking of 
the greatest hazard, something to be 
attempted only by an individual 
fleeing justice or someone v^rith 
some other very good reason for 
risking certain death. 

"The ice of the Bering Sea docs 
not freeze solid. It piles up in huge
